One of the beauties of our Institutions 
for the deaf and dumb is that they send 
forth into the world, mutes charged with 
knowledge sufficient to enable them to 
take care of themselves, and in a very 
great majority of cases the mute leaving 
his institution does take care of him¬ 
self.

mountains. The Pacific train is nine 
hours late. 

The investigating fire marshal in New 
York city, is of opinion that the fire in 
Biirnnm’s museum was caused by super¬ 
heated steam. 

While the services were going on at a 
Baptist church Williamsport Pa., on 
Christmas day, the floor and ceiling gave 
way, precipitating 500 people into the 
cellar below, killing fourteen persons and 
wounding about forty others, some of 
them seriously. 

Miss Smiley has been preaching in 
Chicago, in’Baptist, and Cnngregational 
churches; but the Presbyterian churches, 
admonished by the unhappy fate of Dr. 
Ouyler, carefully refrained from invit¬ 
ing her into their pulpits. 

Miss Susan B. Anthony appeared as 
counsel for the inspectors who are charg¬ 
ed with illegally allowing women to vote 
and made an able argument on their be¬ 
half before the United States Court at 
Rochester. 

Susan B. Anthony -and the fourteen 
women who voted in Rochester at the 
late Presidential election have been held 
to bail in the sum of $500 each by Unit¬ 
ed States Commissioner Starrs. 

Senator Sumner's health is calculated 
to inspire apprehensions. He suffers 
greatly from nervous prostration, and is 
under constant medical treatment, being 
visited twice a day by his physician. He 
abstains for the present from politics, 
devoting only an hour or so to the read¬ 
ing of his favorite authors. 

The want of water is causing great 
alarm and serious damage to business in 
Buffalo. 

Internal revenue receipts since July 
first have aggregated $61,518,922. 

At Cincinnati the ice smashed three 
steamers,rendering one a total wreck; 

New York is to investigate its coron¬ 
ers. 

The new public library at Chicago was 
formally opened on the 31st ult. 

WASHINGTON. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
authorized the assistant treasurer at New 
York to buy ono million of bonds and 
to sell one million of coin each week 
during January. 

The law of 1792 requires three separate 
'certificates of persons voted for as Presi¬ 
dent and Vice-president by each elector¬ 
al college to be prepared. One of them 
to be sent by mail to the president of the 
Senate, another to be delivered to him by 
special messenger and a third to be depos¬ 
ited with the judge of the district in 
which the electors assemble. The certifi¬ 
cates of all electoral votes with the excep¬ 
tion of Kentucky have been received 
here by mail. Special messengers have 
arrival from all States with the exception 
of North Carolina, Ohio, Florida, Califor¬ 
nia, Oregon and Nevada, bringing their 
respective certificates. The messengers 
from Vermont, Indiana, Arkansas, Min¬ 
nesota, West Virginia, Nebraska and 
Loutsiana have, in the absence of the 
President of the Senate, deposited their 
certificates with the Secretary of State to 
await the return or the Prsident of the 
Senate. The law requires the certificate 
to be delivered in Washington by tho 
first Wednesday in January, and in case 
any of them are not received the secreta¬ 
ry of State shall send for them to the 
courts where the certificates are deposit¬ 
ed. Any special messenger neglocting to 
perform his duty shall forfeit $1:000.

January, the first month in our present 
calendar, was added with February to 
the previous 10 months of the year by 
Numa. It was named from the double 
faced god Janus, to whom its first day, 
which looks back on the year past and 
forward upon that to come, was sacred. 
It was not uniformity the beginning of 
the year among the Latin Christian na¬ 
tions till the 18th century, theyear being 
in several countries reckoned from March 
1, or other dates. 

Janus presided over the begining of 
every thing, and was therefore invoked 
on every occasion before all other deities. 
He opened the year and the seasons ; he 
was' the janitor of heaven, and on earth 
the guardian god of gates and doors ; in 
time of war he went out battle with the 
armies of Rome, and aided them against 
the foe, while in time qf peace he abode 
iu his temple, and watched over the safe¬ 
ty of the city. At the dawn of every 
day the people addressed their supplica- 
I tions to him, and on the first day of every 
i year sacrifices of cakes, barley, incense, 
and wine were offered in his honor on 12 
altars. Numa called the first month of 
the Roman year after him, and dedicated 
a covered passage near the Forum to him. 
This passage, frequently termed a tempje 
in later timeB, contained a statue of the 
god, and had two entrances, which were 
always kept open in time of war, and
